the addrers ileclared that the COrrTTa- 
tion of the city ot London desi"' to 
offer to his majesty, the emperor, and 
his impet ial sjiouse a sincere welcome to 
Eiurlisli shores juid to the capital of the 
British emiiire. Tlie corporation seet* in 
the visit a happy atigtiry for tl;e uiain- 
t.onance of these fiiendly and atlgction- 
ate relitions so long tatisting between 
the two n.-itiuns. 

Tnrninjjr toward the empress, the re- 
corder, stiH reading from the address, 
esju'cially welcomed her tind e.xpressed 
the hearty tippreciatiou by the people of 
London and England of her presence in 
their midst. The a'^lress concludes 
with the jirayer that their majesties 
may be long to rule over a prcisperous 
country and its people. 

His address, enclosed in a golden cas- 
ket, enameled and de( ked with precious 
stones, was then formally jiresented to 
the kaiser and kaiserine. 

In responding' to the ;iddress his maj- 
esty exjjressed iiis heartfelt tlninks for 
the warm welcome which li.id been ex 
tended to his empress and himself by tin 
good citizens of the city of London, and 
he iH'gged the recordtr to so inform 
those in whfwe name he had spoken 
Continuing, tire kaiser declared that he 
always felt at honte on English ground. 

His majesty paid an affectionate 
tribute to Queen Victoria, who he stiid 
will ever be < remembered, not only a.s n 
noble character, but as a lady great in 
wisdom. Tlie emperor then declared 
that, following the examples set by his 
illustrous grandfather, and ever-lament- 
ed father, he should always do his ut- 
most to inaintain tiie historical friend- 
ship of Enf land and Germany. He felt 
enconragea in his task when he saw 
wise men, as there gathered, do ju.«ti('e 
to the earnestness and honesty of his in- 
tentions. His aim was, above all, to 
miiintain peace, for peace alone can give 
the confidence necessary for the healthy 
development of science, art and trade. 

The emperor then concluded as fol- 
lows: "You may ther<tfore rest assured 
that I shall continue to do my best to 
maintain and constantly increase the 
good relations of Germany with other 
nations. I shall always be found ready 
to units with you and them in a com- 
mon labor for peaceful progress, friend- 
ly intercourse and the advancement of 
civilixaHon." .

This shortage is perhaps 
made }{ood by tlie increased niuuber of 
heads ik-t a» Tts as a r.\~ult of tl;>> re 
markable stooliiig or tillering of wheat 
in the earlier growth of the platits. 

The tubers are large enough to use in 
many places and the high prices and 
scarcity of old potatoes will lead to ex- 
tensive inroads on Uie growing crops. 

The dry cold weather in May checked 
the growth of meadows so the crop will 
not come up to a good tiverttge. Clover 
hay croj) will be short for the same 
reason. It is also weedy which interferes 
with curing and reduces (piaUty. 

The drouth of May destroyed a large 
per cent, of the late sowing of clover, 
and farmers will in many cases put such 
fields back to wheat again, to the de- 
rangement of their rotation.

His opponent in the Ustie encounter 
was Al Hanselman, a country lad, who 
lives back of IliggiTisport. Hutnliey hail 
his brother ,Jame." as secijnd, Hansel- 
man's backer was Emerson .lennings, 
while a fellow named Mcllugh acted as 
referee. Everything was duly arranged, 
and the contest was according to " Mar- 
quis <A Hookleberry " miss, for $20 a 
side, nie O eoige to w n Ifcwt-Dnnocrat 
sa3rB: 

" The figtit was sat aa a 4th of July treat 
to the citizens of the 'Port, but the Mar- 
shal getting on to the affair it failed to 
come otr at the announced time. By 4 
o'dockSunday the men had been sponged 
and sweated, and were sonsidered in 
prime condition. Accordingly the crowd 
and the gladiators, with their backers, 
botfleholden, referae, etc., repaired to 

thegrove in Kentucky, justoppositetown, 
where a ring was erected and every prep- 
aration made for a high-toned punching 
match.

Toward the 
close of the fifth, Hundley's 'wind' giv- 
ing out, the order was reversed and he 
commenced hackinj,'. This wiis kept up 
until the eighth round. On the ninth 
and dosing rotmd, Hansleman was slow- 
to tro to the front, but being pnsh('(l for- 
ward by his second, spurred up and gave 
Hundley a lick on the temple which did 
the work.

WAamifOTON, Jnly 11.— The July re- 
port of the (Ippiirtment of aKritulliU'^ 
makes the ."icreaj^e. u» compared with 
breadth harvcsfwl laat year, of lom. 
IOfi.3; potatoes. 102.3: tobacco, 10:.'.6. 
Condition, corn. 92.8; winter wheat, 
fC.9; spring wheat, 94.1; rye, 98.9; oats, 
87.6; barley, 90.9; potatoes, 96.8; tobac- 
co. 91.1. 

The heavy increase in com acreage is 
more apparent than real. The compari- 
son is with the breadth harvested lusi 
year when there was a loss of 6,tH)0,- 

000 acres' by abandonment. The 
preflent retnm makes the acreage a little 
le68 than 78,000,000 acres, or somewhat 
Hmallor than the area actually planted 
last year. Kansas and Nebraska natural- 
ly show a hirtte increase, but their area 
apparently does not exceed that harvest- 
ed in 1889. A further and more minute 
investigation will be made in the dis- 
trict'^ which niffered matt from drooth 
la«t year. 

The crop is late in all sectioos OH ac- 
count of drouth and unfavorable coadi- 

tiuris ,it time of planting and cool 
wfiitlifr (luring May, but June was 
wann with al>undant moisture, and the 

1 rop was coming forward rapidly on 
,Iuly 1. In the Ohio and Upper Missis- 
sippi valleys the ijrogress during the 
nMxith was i-sjiecially gralilyint;, but in 
Kansas and Nebrawkn considerable 
dama{,'t' resulted from e.xce.'t^ivf rainfall. 
In iiKUiy distric t** the .Juno rains pre- 
vented proper working, leaving fields 
foul, but a lew days of sunshine would 
reine<ly this. The general avenige is a 
fraction below that of and 1H9(), 
and slightly above tliat (.f 18W». The 
averages of suriihis states are; C)hio. IW; 
Indiana, !•"); Illinois, 'Mi: Iowa, IM: Mi.s- 
wvuri, 88: Kansas. S2; Nel)ra8ka, 90. 

The coixlition of winter wlieat is re- 
turiie<l practically the same as in .lune. 
The cnip is harvested exi-ept in its more 
northern i)arts. with a coiidilidn the 
highest reporte<l since ISTli, with one ex- 
ception. So tar a.s c«n he .iud;;i d at 
time 111 harve>t the herry is reported 
generally iilump and in keeping with the 
heavy straw, hut occiibional mention is 
made of short heads. Averages of prin- 
cipal sta1e:j are; I'miisvlv ania, i)^: Ohio, 
97: Michi^'an, SH; liKiiaua. ii'.t: Illinois, 
98: Mi^s(>uri. !tsi: Kansas, '.i I ; California, 
98. The couditiKii ol h])rin^' wheat im- 
proved during .Inne, the advi'.nce being 
m Minnebnta and th« Dakotas, where 
tiie month wa.s exceptionally favorable. 
C'hich bugs liave aiij-eared in portions of 
the northwest, but with no aiii)recinble 
damage yet. State averages are: Wis- 
consin, 97: Jlmnehota. 9;!; Iowa, 96: Ne- 
briiska, 'M: N^rth Daknta, 98: South 
Dakota. !t7; Washington. 98. 

Oats iias improved during the month, 
bnt the general average is the lowest re- 
ported since lst7!t, except iu and the 
last year, when a July condition of 81. (i 
was f(dlowe<l by a practical failure of 
the crop. The p<ior condition is general- 
ly tlie rtwult of drouth early in the sea- 
son, the present imjiri ivenieni having 
followe<l tlie st'usonable raiiw and high 
temperature of .lune. 

The liist return of potatoes sliows con- 
dition higher than the averagw of rec ent 
years, while tliat of tobacco is higher 
thiin ill any year since l^st;. 'Hie f'niit 
prospect is ver;. fiatteiing in New Kn- 
gland and the north Atlantic states and 
West of the the ^lissouri river to the Pa- 
cific coast. The crop in Ohio and 
Michigan was materially damaged by 
the frosts of May.

CONDITION OF COTTON. 

The Jnljr BAtarns of the Department of 

Agrii'uitiii'D at Wa*Unctoa> 

Warhlnoton. .Tnly 10.— The Jnly re- 
tnrn> lo the (lepartment of .'igriculture 
show some improvement in citton cciu- 
dltioDt during the month uf .hme. The 
gMural average for the whole breadth 
baa advanced three points, standing at 
88.6. This is three points below the 
Jnly rettim of last year, and one above 
that of 1889. 

In bnt four seasons since 1874 have 
the July returns been so low. The 
slight impiovement noted has been quite 
general throughout the. whole belt, the 
result of favorable weather during tlie 
month. The crop is universally late, 
ranging locally from a few days to two 
weeks or more. 

In the Atlantic and eastern gulf states 
especially the jilaut is small and back- 
ward, and lack of suitable weather lor 
< hopping out has nnide th(> lii hU m i v 
grasKj'. fi.'nnination was slow ami im- 
l)erfect, an. 1 I'eiiiaiiti.ig failed to .i i.re 
perfect stands. Loi-'nlly con^icleraljlc 
areas have be. n |,l..\v. d up and given to 
other crop.> or abandoned entiiely. 

From Mississippi westward the plant, 
while somewhat Dnckward, is of good 
OOlor, making generally vigorous ^ i < >\vt h. 
while plantations running a sutli( ieni 
nnmber of plows are reasonably clean. 
There i« some complaint of lack of labor. 
The outlo<(k in Ti-.xas is esjiecially good, 
the iilant viirori/us, fields well worked 
and fruiting begun. Worms -ire i*e- 
p<.)rted from but two counties Ixith in 
Texas, not even an invasion of the first 
brood being noted anywhere el.se.

The U'lnperature of the month was 
above the normal throughout almoflt the 
entire region; the rainfall, while rather 
short, was generally sufticient, and this 
favorable combination of metetmdogical 
conditions enabled the crop to recover 
somewhat Hmn the onfavorsbie earlier 
season.
